local 
regional 
representative 
of 
the 
California 
Council 
on 
Criminal 
Justice, the local teen counselling 
center’s funding agency. 
When it arrives, the check will 
represent the end 
reward of a 
tortured bureaucratic maze through 
which 
city 
and 
school 
board 
administrators, Drug Coordinating 
Council 
members 
and 
Center 
Director 
Lew 
Copeland 
have 
scrambled since the project’s first 
year funding expired. 
After CCCJ’s rejection of a number 
of 
applications 
for 
refunding 
followed by assurances of refunding, 
it appeared that the second year 
funds were to be made contingent 
upon conformance with a set of new . 
guidelines handed 
down 
by 
the 
agency. 
This morning, Stinnet said that 
the required new procedures will be 
worked out after the funding is 
finalized and that the second year 
grant will 
be postdated to the 
expiration of the first, allowing a 
reimbursement of the City for $2,500 
loaned against the grant and also 
allowing Copeland a month’s back 


p a y . 


Stinnet 
said 
that 
Monday, 
a 
“ Letter of preagreement’’ from the 
Council will be on its way to Lompoc 
assuring the grant support. 
“This means that we approve the 
project in concept,” he said. It 
allows it to continue more or less 
reassured that the money will be 
forthcoming.” 
Most controversial of CCCJ’s new 
requirements was an original edict 
that the center remain open from 4 
p.m. until midnight, a shift from its 
normal daily operating hours. 
Lompoc Mayor E. C. Stevens 
reported this morning, though, and 
Stinnet later confirmed, that, due to 
local curfews, an approximate 1 
p.m. till 9 p.m. open time for the 
center would satisfy the agency. 
CCCJ’s other major requirement 
of the second year program is that 
local 
evaluative 
techniques 
be 
improved. 
‘We want to know how many 
people and what people receive the 
counselling.. We just want to be 
sure that the Drop-In Center serves 
its purpose because we have to 
justify 
the 
expenditure 
of 
the 
funds,” Stinnet explained. But this 
modification can also be made after 
funding is completed, he said. 
The total value of the project will 
be $24,674 this year, including a 
federal input of $15,947, a state slice 
of $1,329. local funds amounting to 
$5,757 and $1,641 in local “ in kind” 
services such as administrative and 
personnel record keeping.

murderers; train wreckers; persons 
who commit murder during rape, 
robbery, kidnaping, burglary and 
lewd acts involving children; and 
those who kill witnesses to crimes.

Steel industry to get 
full price hike request

The 
government has given the steel 
industry the full $360 million a year 
price 
increase 
it 
sought 
but 
stretched it out over three months to 
minimize its inflationary impact. 
The increase will affect prices of 
thousands of products made with 
steel, for example increasing by up 
to $16 the cost of steel used to make 
a new car and by 1 cent the steel in a 
toaster. 
John T. Dunlop, chairman of the 
Cost 
of 
Living 
Council 
(CLC), 
announced the decision Monday. He 
said steel’s request was “fully cost- 
justified’’ 
and 
characterized 
as 
“tough” the council’s decision to 


divide the approximately $9-a-ton 
into two steps. 
Sen. William Proximire, D-Wis. 
who had testified at a hearing to ask 
the council to set an example by 
rejecting the request, called the 
decision “directly inflationary and 
completely unjustified.” 


“ Having granted an increase to an 
industry which had an increase in 
profits last year of 62 per cent, the 
council can hardly now say no to 
other industries when they apply,” 
Proxmire told a reporter. 
The action affects only flat rolled 
steel, which accounts for about 40 
per cent of the industry’s annual 
output of around 150 million tons. 


Presidential palace bombed 
Police stage coup in Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile tU PI) — The 
military and national police staged a 
coup against the government of 
President Salvador Allende today 
and bombed the presidential palace 
and Allende’s residence 
The fate of Allende. a physician 
who 
becam e 
the 
W estern 
Hemisphere’s first freely elected 
Marxist president three years ago. 
was not immediately known 
Allende’s 
personal 
guard 
and 
civilian officials surrendered to the 
m ilitary 
rebels, 
but 
Allende 
resisted At 12:40 p m a group of 
army tanks rumbled toward the 
presidential palace and opened fire 
the building was set afire. 
At 12:33 p.m. machine gun firing 
against 
the 
presidential 
palace 
resumed. It had stopped briefly and 
the fire at the building was out 


The new outbreak of firing came 2 
4 hours after the expiration of the 
military ultimatum, but still there 
was no reaction from Allende 
It was presumed that Allende was 
alone with a group of his closest 
advisers, 
but this could not 
be 
confirmed 


The armed forces forbade persons 
from 
gathering 
in 
groups 
and 
warned citizens to stay off the 
streets. Military reports said the 
provincial 
cities 
of 
Valparaiso, 
Quillota, Quinteros and Talcahuano 
were under control of the Chilean 
navy. 
A military communique broadcast 
over a national radio network said a 
military junta already had been 
formed 
and 
warned 
that 
any 
resistance would be crushed 
bv 
force. 


There were some initial signs of 
resistance In a suburb of Santiago, 
a UPI reporter said he saw three 
wounded 
snipers 
carried 
away. 
The military said it had bombed

because guards there had resisted 


A microwave transmission tower 
on the roof of the government-run 
telecommunications 
company, 
Entel. was blown up. but it was 
unclear who was responsible

the machine gun firing 
resumed, no one could be seen in the 
presidential palace. There was no

In an early broadcast, the military 
demanded that Allende surrender to 
the national police, but he did not do 
so.

When he failed to >urrender to the 
military, the palace was bombed 
Today s coup was the culmination 
of months of crippling strikes For 
the past month independent truckers 
who own their own vehicles have 
struck, paralyzing vast sections of 
the economy Other transport work­ 
ers and small shopowners joined the 
truckers strike

The six were taken from the list of 50 
measures on which Nixon asked for prompt 
action in his second “ State of the Union“ 
message to Congress Monday 
Another 10 of Nixon s proposals were 
already on a docket agreed to by Mansfield 
and Speaker C arl Albert in planning the 
final months of the session 


The six added by Mansfield at a meeting 
with Senate committee chairmen Monday 
were tax reform, a program of community 


development; 
a 
campaign 
reform 
commission, 
tough new penalties for 
heroin traffickers and a restoration of the 
death 
penalty 
for 
certain 
crimes; 
constructnon of deep water ports; and 
deregulation of natural gas 


these were added to what Mansfield 
called “ the variables, bills which have 
already moved a greater or lesser distance 
in the legislative process,” 


Speaking to the chairmen. Mansfield said 
that beyond 10 “ most” authorization and 
procurement bills. Congress would draw 
its workload from the variables 


“ Not all, but some of these bills will be 
enacted this session," Mansfield said 
“ And, barring extraordinary reasons, no 
other bills of controversy will be added by 
the leadership to this group “ 


With the committee chairmen heavily in 
favor of 
adjourning around Oct 
15, 
Mansfield asked them to report to him late 
today their estimates of what can be 


Mansfield said he would then meet 
with Albert and work out a final list for the 
rest of the session 


In addition to the “ must“ bills, the

includes

conference, four of which Nixon also 
requested; 
14 which have passed the 
Senate but not the House, including seven 


of Nixon s; one passed by the House but not

Information officer Capt 
Dan Gaither said today that 
natural gas from a ruptured 
four inch line coming from 
an offshore oil platform was 
ignited and exploded 


The explosion ripped out 
a 50-foot section of chain 
link fence and damaged the 
lining on a couple of tanks, 
Gaither said. A crude oil 
line also ruptured adding oil 
to the fire that was already 
engulfing the plant. 
However, 
firemen 
controlled the blaze before 
it spread to a hydrogen 
sulphide line that would 
have added lethal fumes to 
the hazardous situation. 
Gaither said the county 
fire 
department 
had 
conducted regular drills at 
that installation for more 
than 
two 
years 
in 
preparation for the exact 
type of fire that occurred 
He said the training paid 
off.

Founded 62 years ago as the first Danish-American 
colony on the Pacific Coast, the community of 2,000 has 
perpetuated its Danish heritage from the beginning but 
during its annual celebration townspeople go “ all Danish" 
for two days and a sight of gaiety reflecting the charm and 
customs of the Old World. 
During Danish Days Solvang's inhabitants don Danish 
national costumes and a wide variety of entertainment is 
offered, including folk dancing, exhibitions by junior 
gymnasts, Hans Christian Andersen fairy tales hours, 
Danish horse riding games, including ring riding, a street 
parade and a Grand Danish Ball. 


Chief attractions both Saturday and Sunday mornings 
starting at 8 o clock along Copenhagen Drive are the 
Aebleskive breakfasts. The Aebleskive, little round 
pancake-like balls baked in oval cast iron or “ king-sized” 
copper pans over outdoor stoves, are prepared by costumed 
men and women and served with jelly, powdered sugar and 
coffee.

Allies clear way

COPENHAGEN,

Western allies cleared the way Monday for President 
Nixon's visit to Europe this fall by complying with a White 
House demand for a declaration of transatlantic principles 
The declaration, which calls for talks on trade, oil, 
money, detente and inflation, takes the place of a “ New 
Atlantic Charter" proposed by Nixon five months ago. 
The President suggested the charter as a guideline for 
Western unity in the 1970s and linked the accord to this 
November s scheduled trip 
Foreign ministers of the nine European Common Market 
nations assured the President's visit by drawing up a 10- 
point list of topics they want to discuss and a draft 
declaration on transatlantic principles. 
The foreign ministers meet 
today in the Danish 
Parliament to put finishing touches on the draft, which then 
goes to Brussels for final approval by Common Market 
ambassadors. 
Ministerial sources said the declaration covers topical is­ 
sues, such as monetary reform, and more philosophical 
points, such as the purpose of U.S. European relations. 
Western diplomats sent part of the declaration to 
Washington Monday night within hours of the meeting. 
Officials said the rest, dealing with economic matters, 
would be polished up by Common Market ambassadors in 
Brussels before being sent on to Washington 
Officials said Danish Foreign Minister K. B Andersen, 
acting as spokesman for the Europeans, would meet 
Secretary of State-designate Henry A. Kissinger at the 
United Nations Sept 24 to consider the draft 
Diplomats said the document avoided military matters, 
which would be considered in a separate draft being worked 
out at North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) head­ 
quarters in Brussels.

The publishing house was convicted of using deceptive 
practices, but an attorney for the company claimed the 
minimal sentence handed down in the 30-page brief was a 
“ vindication” of his client.

Shark kills spearfishing champ

Schneppershoff, 37, recent winner in the 
national spearfishing championships in Los 
Angeles, has been killed by a shark, 
according to the coroner’s office 


Schenppershoff, of Los Angeles and the 
Long Beach Neptune Diving Club, was 
pleasure diving 237 miles southwest of San 
Diego, off the Guadalupe Islands, when he 
was attacked Sunday night, a companion. 
Bob Stanbery, said. 


He was the first person known killed by a 
shark in waters off California or Baja 
California in 14 years. 
Schneppershoff was skindiving 100 yards 
from a San Diego yacht, The Hustler, when 
he was attacked. Stanbery said 
“ I don't think he ever saw the shark, but 
Al’s spear gun was seen floating nearby,” 
Standbery said “ I don’t think we ever saw 
anything happen so quick We heard A1 yell 
and we went to his aid. 
“ He was bitten in the calf area of the 
right leg, and we tried everything to revive 


him," Stanbery said “ When the incident 
happened we were anchored for the night 
and were cleaning up The water was 
warm, and since it was near dusk. I think 
the shark hit him thinking he was a sea 
lion." 
Schneppershoff's 10-year-old son was in 
the boat at the time 
The companions pulled Schneppershoff 
into the boat after he surfaced 
Death was due to hemorrhaging and 
shock due to loss of blood from the shark 
mangling the leg, deputy coroner Harry 
Lasalle said after The Hustler returned 
here with the body aboard Monday night 
The last known shark death was that of 
Robert Pamperin, a San Diego engineer 
and skindiver. James Stewart, diving 
officer 
at 
Scripps 
Institution 
of 
Oceanography, said 
Pamperin was off Alligator Head at La 
Jolla on June 14, 1959, when a diving buddy 
saw him up to the hips in the jaws of a 20- 
foot shark No remains were found

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Fog helps fight 
two major 
forest fires 


United Press International 
Fire lighters, battling two big timberland blazes in 
Northern California, got a helping hand from the weather 
today in one. 
The California Division of Forestry said a morning 
blanket of fog aided firemen on the line trying to stop the 
spread of flames in a 13,000 acre-blaze near Shelter Cove 
lr>0 miles north of San Francisco on the Pacific Coast The 
fire was 70 per cent contained 
But, the CDF said, the wind was picking up and fanning 
the fire which has devastated 7,000 acres of timber in the 
Dog House Creek area of Mendocino County, 200 miles 
north of San Francisco. That blaze was only 30 per cent 
contained 
The CDF said 700 men were in the rugged terrain in the 
Dog House Creek area while 550 firemen were in the 
Shelter Cove vicinity. 
A pall of dense smoke hung over the Dog House Creek 
blaze Monday in the morning, hampering efforts of firemen 
and air tankers. However, by afternoon the smoke 
dissipated allowing the CDF to intensify its drive to bring 
the flames under control. 
The smoke was so thick that lookout towers 20 miles 
away found it “ impossible” to see the perimeters, a state 
spokesman said. 
The Dog House Creek fire erupted last week and the one 
near Shelter Cover—which for a time threatened the village 
itself—began during the weekend 
The CDF said both fires were man-caused, by accident or 
carelessness. 


Oldest licensed 
driver at 102? 


SEATTLE (UPI) —Harry McDonnell has laid claim to 
being the oldest licensed driver in the Pacific Northwest at 
102. 
McDonnell was born in Chicago on June 20,1871. 
McDonnell said that in 51 years of driving he has never 
been involved in an accident or even had a fender dented. 
He added that the only time he was stopped by police—for 
doing 40 in a 25-mile zone—“ the cop took one look at my 
license and turned me loose.” 
In Washington, where Motor Vehicle officials have 
discretionary authority to require retesting when license 
renewal time arrives, McDonnell said he has only been 
asked twice to take the test. 
“ The last time,” he said, “ they sent a paper to my 
doctor. Then they checked my eyes.” 
McDonnell admits, however, that he finds today’s traffic 
fast for him, particularly in the populated places.

Sen. Ralph C. Dills, floor sponsor of the Gonsalves bill, 
Monday kept the Senate override attempt alive by winning 
the right for reconsideration at a future session. 
Dills, D-Gardena, said the current law was “ unjust” and 
actually cost the state more to administer the program 
than it received in payments by the adult children. 


Try again to stop cuts 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A two-house conference 
committee today made another attempt to reach an Uth 
hour agreement on legislation to avert a sharp reduction in 
welfare grants for 500,000 aged, blind and disabled 
Californians 
The conferees Nonday failed to make any progress on 
hammering out a bill acceptable to legislative Democrats 
and the Reagan administration. 
The Senate Monday killed a rival measure (SB110) by 
Sen. George Noscone, D-San Francisco on a 25-15 
reconsideration vote, two short of passage. The bill was 
rejected originally on a 25-12 Senate vote last week. 


'Wait and see' on beef 


SAN FRANCISCO ( UPI ) — It’s still too early to forecast 
beef prices, says the vice president of the Western States 
Meat Packers Association. 
Norman Maffit, speaking Monday when federal ceilings 
on beef were lifted, declared he couldn’t tell what would 
happen because “ everybody has adopted a wait-and-see 
attitude.” 
“ The packer doesn’t know what to pay for live cattle and 
the retailer doesn’t know what he has to pay for dressed 
meat.” 
In addition, the reaction of consumers isn’t known, he 
continued. 
“ If meat sits on the counter and doesn't sell, the price 
will have to come down,” he noted. 
“ How much have people’s eating habits changed in the 
past few months?” 


Collective bargaining 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -A bill giving all California 
public school teachers collective bargaining rights except 
the right to strike has reached its final legislative hurdle. 
On a 53-22 vote Monday, the Assembly approved the 
measure by Sen.

'Soap box', battery 
on display in Akron 


AKRON, Ohio (U P I ) — This is the tim e of year they display the new cars 
in showroom s all across the country, but what they’re doing here is a little 
different. 
They started show ing old cars here Monday. 
The display features the top finishers from this year’s All-American Soap 
Box Derby, and with 10 cars on he floor, you’ll never guess which on 
everybody wants to see. 
It s the sleek, dark green, No. 12 racer which Jim m y Gronen of Boulder, 
Colo., drove to victory in the Aug. 18 race, only to be disqualified a day later 
when officials found the car contained, in clear violation of the rules, a 
battery-powered electrom agnet. The only power the rules allow is gravity, 
and the Derby unoffically calls itself the “ World's Gravity Grand Prix. ” . 
The battery still works, but the rest of the inside of the car is a m ess from 
where officials cut through to uncover a maze of w ires. 
Monday, curious onlookers toyed with the w ires while Soap Box Derby 
officials stood nearby and explained what they w ere doing to make sure the 
race w asn’t tainted by cheating again. 
“ I think the rules need to be clarified,” said Paul Livick, general 
m anager of the Derby. “ And I’ve got a file full of suggestions.” 
Livick is upset because so m uch attention has been focused on the first 
disqualification in the Derby’s 40-year history and “ no one has talked about 
the good points.” 
“ W e’re going ahead now with plans for the 1974 race,” he added. “ We feel 
there’s too many worthwhile benefits to it for som ething like this to kill it.” 
Young Gronen w as stripped of his title and the $7,500 college scholarship 
that went with it. Runnerup Bret Allen Yarborough of Elk Grove, Calif., 
w as awarded first place. Authorities here and in Boulder still are 
considering crim inal charges of fraud against G ronen’s uncle, Robert 
Lange, who has adm itted installing the battery and m agnet.

Long run 
for albacore 


by M. C. Cockshott 


I p to the middle of last week, albacore held center stage, 
with the main school of fish some 55 miles away. But the 
tail end of the school was much closer in to Avila, so that 
the larger small craft could reach them 
But all good things must come to an end, and by mid­ 
week the weather had started to kick up. Even the big 
commercial boats had to take shelter 
On Thursday 
morning, the harbor was full to almost overflowing with 
albacore craft, and such the condition remains as we go to 
press. This sudden change is expensive to say the least. For 
instance. Skip Sato of the Fort San Luis had two boats that 
had to come in. both with capacity loads of customers, all 
of whom had to have a refund or a rain check 
The Fort San Luis Sportfishing people have another boat, 
the "Fiesta." that will comfortably fish over 40 anglers, 
which will be here as long as the “ long fin” run continues. 
They are know to be very temperamental characters as far 
as their coming and going is concerned We know of cases 
when the fishing was hot in the middle of a school, when a 
fish might break loose from a poor hookup, escape and 
“ spook 
the whole school into departing, and with nothing 
to do but start to look for them again, which might be any 
time from half an hour to a whole day. 
The albacore were running large, some going over 30 lbs., 
but the average would possiblv be about 18 lbs. A lot of 
good eating fish, and no doubt well worth the long day and 
night spent in arriving at the school. Some anglers had up to 
a dozen fish, and in this day of meat shortage, a very 
welcome addition to the menu They can be easily canned 
Salmon fishing on the slow side, with not many anglers 
wasting their time looking for them. They are still in deep 
water, and only the commercials can reach them, except 
for the tew odd fish that had to come to the surface to see 
what was going on. 
All the boats had been busy on bottom fishing, but the 
weather was so rough that even seasoned fishermen said 
that the Pecho Rock area was having heavy seas. 
In the Ventura- Hueneme - area, calico bass had been the 
main take, but a cold water current sort of eased things up. 
and the take during the latter part of the week was not too 
hot. So many boats turned to bottom fishing, with better 
results. Bonito were getting plentiful again, and in the 
Islands area, yellow tail were amongst the catches 
reported at Ventura landings. A few large black seas bass 
over 200 lbs. were caught in the Anacapa area, but all, in all 
fishing was on the quiet side. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Local lakes took a heavy beating during the holiday 
weekend, 
as the trout take was light, and were taken 
trolling in deep water. Bass fishing was picking up in 
Margarita Lake, with some fish going over five pounds. 
Lopez lake had a few sizeable bass caught, mostly on jigs 
and plastic worms trolled around the rocky points of the 
Lopez arm of the lake. 
At lake Nacimiento cat fish and white bass fishing is tops 
at this time, despite heavy surface conditions due to speed 
boats and skiers. Best areas for the white bass are, as 
usual, the Bee Rock areas. Catfish are hitting in the shallow 
coves on anchovies and night crawlers. Black bass on the 
slow side. They are hiding out in deep water, and have been 
hitting lead head jigs, also plastic worms. 
MEAT ALTERNATIVE 
The Department of Fish and Game suggest the sport of 
catfishing as one way to beat the skyrocketing cost of meat. 
Over the past two years the availability of channel catfish 
has increased significantly in reservoirs and streams, 
thanks to production at the 
new 
Imperial 
Valley 
Warmwater Hatchery near Nyland. 
This year nearly 500,000 yearlings channel catfish have 
been planted to supplement the 275,000 planted last year. A 
bulletin listing 21 ways to prepare catfish can be had by 
writing to CATFISH R EC IPES 
Calif. Dept of Fish and 
Game, 350 Golden Shore, Long beach Calif 90802, and it is 
free! 
RARE CATCH 
A school teacher in Shasta County landed a six-foot, 84 lb 
sturgeon on Shasta Lake. Then, to show it was no fluke, he 
gave the fish to his wife, and went back a few day’s later to 
bring home another, weighing 27 lbs. A DFG biologist in 
Redding said it had been more than two years since he had 
been able to confirm a sturgeon from the lake. The big fish 
wascaughton a 15 pound test line, with a frozen sardine as 
bait, and was taken on the first cast!

this past week at Morro Bay

bypass

opponent I can only say that 
it would depend on one’s 
concept

environmentalist is. As one 
who is concerned about the 
environment and who tries 
to stay abreast of all the 
factors 
which 
effect 
it, 
perhaps 
the 
label 
could 
apply. 
Mr. Walton rightly points 
out that a given number of 
vehicles 
traveling 
at 
freeway speeds pollute less 
than 
the 
same 
number 
traveling a., equal distance 
on city streets. Assuming 
that the State’s figure of 
3,000 vehicles a day 
is 
correct that that they would 
all 
bypass Lompoc, this 
could 
be 
a 
significant 
amount 
of 
fuel 
not 
consumed 
within 
our 
community. However, the 
history of freeways shows 
that they attract traffic and 
an incrase in the number of 
vehicles could more than 
offset 
the 
increased 
efficiency of each vehicle 
and the end result would 
most likely be an increase in 
the total consumption of 
fuel. 
Mr. Walton should know 
that the opponents do not 
necessarily

Leaving a motion picture 
theater on a recent evening, 
I 
overheard 
a 
veteran 
moviegoer 
behind 
me 
discussing the film with his 
companion. 


“ These movies today are 
really something,” he said. 
“ They don’t have plots any 
more.” 


He was wrong about that. 
The plot was there, but he 
was unable to recognize it 
as such. 


Veteran movie goers have 
been conditioned by years of 
exposure 
to the 
classic 
Hollywood plot: Boy meets 
girl, boy loses girl, boy and 
girl 
somehow 
get 
back 
together in the end. 


If a film doesn’t have that 
particular plot, a veteran 
movie goer will conclude 
that it has no plot at all. 


In the movie referred to 
above 
( “ Your 
Three 
Minutes Are Up’’), the plot 
was: Boy has already met 
girl when picture begins; 
boy loses girl; boy loses boy 
friend who caused him to 
lose girl. 


It’s different, sure. But 
easy to identify once you get 
the hang of it. Unless there 
happens to be a lot of nudity 
in the film. 


If there is a lot of nudity, 
the veteran movie goer may 
become distracted and lose 
the story line. 
One plot frequently seen 
nowadays, most recently in 
the picture “ Jeremy,” is: 
Bov meets girl, boy loses 
girl, period. End of film. 
That one is especially 
hard for veteran movie­ 
goers to adjust to. 
A veteran movie-goer sits 
through the entire show- 
waiting for the boy and girl 
to 
somehow 
get 
back 
together in the end. 


When it doesn't happen, 
he refuses to believe the 
picture is over. He thinks 
the projectionist has merely 
stopped to change reels. So 
he remains in his seat. 
When the second show 
begins 
and 
the 
veteran 
movie-goer 
sees 
boy 
meeting girl again rather 
than boy and girl getting 
back together, he becomes 
badly disoriented 


If it is a double feature 
and a different movie comes 
on 
the 
screen, 
the 
frustration is compounded. 
And if it is the last show, 
leaving the veteran movie­ 
goer staring at a blank 
screen, 
he may become 
hopelessly neurotic.

Professor Raymond Saulnier said 
much the same thing And Professor 
George 
Stigler. 
the 
economic 
historian, spliced in a little of the 
irony for which he is famous by 
saying, 
“ I 
signed 
for 
personal 
reasons, and I don't think I ’d ever do 
it again. I think it’s a minor fraud 
for a professor of economics, for 
example, to comment on all of a 
President’s policies." 
But most acted as though they 
were on the dock at a Moscow show- 
trial. Professor Robert Nisbet. the 
world s 
kindest 
and 
brightest 
sociologist, said: 
“ Would 1 have 
supported Richard Nixon if I had 
known the full extent of Watergate*? 
No, a firm, frank no." And Dr. 
Thomas Szasz, 
the 
brilliant and 
provocative psychiatrist, said over 
the phone: “ I'm so sorry, I wish you 
hadn’t remembered me. I would not 
have signed it if I had known then 
what I know now 
One looks very 
foolish in having supported what one 
thought was the better person. " 
Frankly, I think Dr Szasz looks 


more foolish now than before In the 
first place the contest was not 
between Nixon and McGovern in the 
sense that one might have a contest 
between

man. The contest was between a

international convulsion versus a 
program, however wanting, loosely 
committed to Dr. Szasz's libertarian 
ideals.

A 
proposal 
to add 
one 
more 
member to the State Senate has 
been made by Senator Jam es Mills. 
Presently the senate is composed of 
40 
members with 
the 
Assembly 
having twice that number. It was 
undoubtedly this fact that led the 
Supreme 
Court 
reapportionment 
masters 
recently 
to 
take 
the 
expedient and simplistic approach 
of 
delineating 
the 
80 
Assembly 
districts and then joining each two 
to make up the senate districts. 
Mills, 
who 
serves 
a 
senate 
president pro tern, did not predicate 
his 
suggestion 
on 
the 
reappor­ 
tionment issue. He introduced his 
measure before anyone knew what 
the court recommendations would 
be. If adopted 
however it would 
scotch such a simplistic approach to 
redistricting in the future. 
And whatever merit the court plan 
may have it does sort of create the 
assembly as a blown up duplication 
of the senate, instead of a distinct 
se p a ra te 
entity 
rep resen tin g 
entirely different constituencies. In 
this 
respect 
it 
would 
seem 
to 
encourage 
the 
arguments 
for a 
unicameral legislature which, in the 
minds of the more discriminating 
students 
of 
government, 
would 
create 
an 
intolerable 
form 
of 
dictatorship. 
But Mills proposal didn’t stem 
from any such profound thought. It 
was merely a reaction to the nearly 
untenable 
pressure 
he has been 
subjected to as president pro tern. 
This has resulted from the even split 
of 
senate 
seats 
between 
the 
R ep u b lican s 
and 
D e m o cra ts. 
Control of that august body has 
teetered between the two parties for 
the past several years with the 
count standing variously at 21-19 
and, on occasions, at 20-20. 
In such situations it is inevitable 
that squabbling over which party 
shall 
dominate 
the 
senate 
will 
e n s u e . 
B u t, 
a s 
M ills 
h a s 
experienced, the bickering at times 
has 
become 
so 
intense 
as 
to 
completely disrupt the business for 
which the members were elected. 
Mills concedes that there is merit 
to Republican contentions that, with 
the 
senate 
evenly 
divided, 
they 
should have an equal control of 
com m ittees 
and 
chairmanships. 
They have been especially bitter 
over the fact that, with a Republican 
governor, 
the 
Senate 
Finance 
C om m ittee 
is 
chaired 
by 
a 
D em ocrat 
and 
controlled 
by 
Democrats. To the administration, 
the 
com m ittee 
is 
the 
most 
important having life and death 
power over the governor’s budget. 
It is also obvious that Mills has 
been bugged by the insecurity of his 
office. E v er since he was elected to 
the post he has necessarily been 
walking on eggs. Just one little 
mistake could very well determine 
some senator to cross party lines 
and 
vote 
to 
strip 
him 
of 
his 
presidency. 
In a most reasonable approach 
Mills said, “ There is no necessity 
for such a situation. If there were 41 
members there could be no 20-20 
split. Either one party or the other 
would have a majority. That should 
dispel 
the 
argu m en ts. 
M ore 
important 
it 
would 
permit 
the 
orderly conduct of senate business 
without 
the distraction of 
inter­ 
party struggles.’’ 
As 
he 
has 
pointed 
out 
all 
committees are made up of odd 
numbers to avoid tie votes. And. 
while the constitution provides the 
It. governor is the presiding officer 
of the senate he is not a member of 
that body and has no authority, 
power or vote except in the unique 
situation when the senate is locked 
in a 20-20 vote. That never happens 


unless it is contrived for the sheer 
political purpose of forcing the It. 
governor on record 
The only reason for the It. gover­ 
nor to serve as presiding officer is 
one based upon historical precedent, 
not logic or utility. In this function 
he is as Ben Franklin once described 
the vice president, “ his superfluous 


excellency’’. 
Because of that it seems Mills

by

function. All senators agree this

Write in water? 


To a lot of readers it must have 
seemed like beating a dead horse for 
the city water commissioners to 
c o n s id e r 
an 
a p p e al 
fo r 
a 
réévaluation of Lompoc Dam and 
Reservoir. 
For the uninitiated the Bureau of 
Reclamation at the request of the 
City of Lompoc and the County 
Water Agency did 
a study that 
proposed 
the 
construction 
of 
a 
425,000 acre feet water conservation 
dam and reservoir at the Narrows 
on the Santa Ynez River southeast 
of Lompoc. 
After 
years 
of 
study, 
review and 
debate the project 
was finally shelved 
because of number 
of 
uncertain-ties 
i n c l u d i n g 
a 
devastating 
in­ 
crease 
in 
the 
in­ 
terest rates for fed­ 
eral loans. 
Very shortly the commission will 
act to meet a Dec. 1 deadline posed 
by Phil Macias, Santa Barbara field 
office chief of the Bureau. The 
réévaluation could be done without 
charge according to Macias, but he 
wants 
a 
solid 
interest 
in 
the 
community before the study could 
be undertaken and secondly and 
more importantly, he wants some 
kind of committment that the city 
and the county would move forward 
to 
implement 
the 
project 
if 
government 
engineers 
find 
it 
economically feasible in these days 
of high interest rates. That is a tall 
order to expect. 
Thi s 
c a m e 
about 
at 
the 
commission level a week ago, but it 
has 
simmered 
and 
surfaced 
in 
official and private governmental 
meeting for more than a year. 
It should be remembered as some 
of the commissioners emphasized 
that what the commission would or 
would not ask the City Council to ask 
for is a réévaluation of the project to 
see if it is economically feasible. 
One observer noted that it’s either 
economically feasible or it isn’t. 
That’s the view of this reporter. 
At the time that Macias addressed 
the 
commission, 
some 
of 
the 
opponents of the project voiced their 
concerns. 
Those 
with 
land 
that 
would be inundated by the reservoir 
waters have a valid reason to be 
unhappy at any sign that the project 
might be revived. The land that 
would be taken is beautiful beyond 
description; the amount of money 
per acre that has been offered by 
government is too low; and there 
are other factors which make the 
project distasteful to those in its 
path 


But water in untold thousands of 
acre feet are rolling away to the 
ocean over a span of years; the cost 
of state project water continues to 
mount; and the water below the 
Valley floor continues to go down 
hill quality wise. 
One observer told this reporter 
that “ echoing in my ears is the 
assessment by a battery of experts 


that Lompoc Valley area will need 
Lompoc Project in addition to state 
water.” 
To this reporter it would seem 
almost a miracle that the project 
would prove to be feasible. The cost 
of the total project has zoomed, 
sending the cost of water to be 
gleaned from the project skyward 
and there’s a new climate in the 
land: a project such as the Lompoc 
Project would have to hurdle a
